shall first extend the hand of friendship 
to the other. Refle<5l — it yet lies with 
you to relinquish the exàftion of blood;

Fearful of trusting niyself longer 
* \vìth him, I hastened to the armoury, ^ 
there to inspeéì Stratton^s coatof mail, 
M'hich he had had fetcfltd froTiì Wor- 
cester Castle. He was of - a larger 
make and much taller in height than 
myself : butas this suit appertained to 
Llewellin, and did by no means fit 
close on^his son, I made no doubt but 
that it would serve the purpose.

This quicic 
transj tipni spread iirrj)ercepti bly a glooih 
oypr myigueste, and niàde ineinfringe 
on tb? lawa ofìpoliteneis^ by requiring 
aa explanattoo.iOne óf the b; rvants tt^ 
plied^ that a nibn'j^ regardiess ot' ali 
hindrance, had. Jorcibly passed the 
porter's lodge, calling on Lord Corn- 
eali with a fretful impatiencemorc 
like a petulant boy than the sturdy 
bravo hisgigantic filature bespokehim: 
rouzed to outrageous displeasure on 
the jocund peasant's venturing a jest 
on Jiis ludlcrous appearance^ he scoured 
them from the lawn, and was then in 
the hallj insisting on seeing and speak- 
Ing >^ith n^e« 

' Yet/ added Bernard, unable to 
check; bis humour, 'the mighty Heóìor 
is mpre to be laughed at than feared; 
for bis woe-begone visage Is stretched 
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atleasthair a rood in length/ A3 I 
couid Dot, througk deferente Do ^ iiiy 
guests, rise from< the board, I desired*

leisure. But whcre.thetcall òf huftm. 
nity, the prospediof^doing good^ o)r 
allaying pain, ebtraded oh the està- 
blished rulesof society, Stcattonheeded 
not the latten Witba pleasantry that 
gave a polished grace to indecoriini, 
he excused hiniself by saying» that as 
he uas such a sorry conipanion in do- 
ing honours to the vine, bis presence 
could Bcarce be niissed, except in 
leaving a vacant seat; and to fili that 
he recommended the merry page, 
young Bernard. This notbeing meant 
as an ofFence, it was consequeirtJy not 
taken as such; for a desire that a de- 
cent equality niìght preside, formed 
part of the preludìng benediflion prò* 
nounced on en trance by the prelate of 
Exeter.

I ad vanced towards the pil lar 
bebiod where he stood; but he, quìckly 
drawl«ig the cloak over hts tace, èva- 
nished at the opposite door. 

I would have stili persisted in en* 
deavouring to unmask this base and 
despicabie skuiker, when a piercing 
ahriek reverberated through thp maa- 
aìon— 41 seconda and a third, followed 
in rapid succession. The^e reiterated 
yells were succecded by a tremendous 
and appalling crash. I turned towards 
my guests : wild despair was niarked 
on every countenance. The floor shook 
'wthe lights were extinguìshed by an 
invisible band — and one of the froat 
b3 
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spirai columns that supported the 
dome fell. I rushed airiong the hor- 
r or-struck throng^ and snatched my 
sister in my arms. The nien laid hold 
of the shrieking females^ and crowded 
precipitately to the entrance. Another 
pillar started into splinters — the walb 
balanced — the roof above cracked,

On the lawn, frontìng the rockìng 
edifìcej we laid down our senseless 
burdens^ and went back to the assist- 
anc? cf those that might stili have 
bcen left in the dwelling ; but after re^ 
peated search it was declared empty.

gavc the cbild> I bad only the misCf 
rable consolation of refleAing that 1 
must inevitably bave sunk with ber, 

Thus triumphing in lofty pride^ ani 
gladsonie look-forwardj at being re- 
fttored to my patrimony, my depen* 
dants, and my sister; exulting in the 
moment that I imagined wanted but 
the partìcipati^n of the absent Bianche 
and the entombedMontford, to render 
it perfeét bappiness> was I btirled from 
the air-built throne of security, and 
taugbt to know that the present ia but 
a'iision. 
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^ The dire calamity oF this night ope« 
rated universaliy, shocks more or less 
being felt in every part of Britain, but 
in London particularly we understood 
niuch havock had been done,, and 
niany Uves lost.

What a scene of horrar the moni 
disclosed ! broad furrows striped the

Here 
wereelms; sonie sunk midway in the 
moCher's breast; others^ ^vhose verdant 
tops before the loftiest of the forest, 
now but just appeared above the sur- 
fac^; here water bubbled where waved 
a field of ripened eorn; there rosea 
mound of rugged vastness tbat wasa. 
levet whèreon the oxen had tyaiied the 
harrow. Wbilst exaniimng the super- 
ficial tfièéls of the mtesttne war^ I 
reached the scene of my eyevlasting 

Stratton wm withkrii^^isre'stood sòme 
time at the brìid^^ yfhen «n . ej^:Iatna- 
tion from him recàlled me from the 
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most poignant meditations. ^ Look 
down the chasm^' he cried. I did; some- 
thing seecned to be slowly ascending;

Stratton and Norman «ere both 
gone to Winchester to exfimine intp 
the state of their respeóiive pOBseasions» 
I had fpr some time back muc^desired 
to Bce Lord Winchester, wbo, after 
tbe singular prqof of condescenaion 
and regard he had at a certain period 
bestowed on Montford and niyself, 
iplaimed my warmestacknowledments^

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• Here yoù mcct us both,* cricd Nor- 
man when out of hearing, * the com* 
pleatest indigenits that' this realm can 
boast; in the rapacious bowels of the 
earth ìs ali my worldly substance^ to. 
gether with Godfrey's charming pian- 
tation; so 1 must straitway set again to 
my ancient trade of barge-building/ 
• And thou, Stralton/ said I, * what wilt 
thou do ?' ' 1/ rejpined he, ' ani under 
no ànxiety for the future whilst that the 
land lackstilling.' ^ Then as I, unfor- 
tunately/ replied I, ' am rendered dis- 
qualified, by the terms of my release, 
fròm holding any public employ, or 
serving among his Highness's forces, 
and since that I can as yet neither 
build à barge or till the land, I mi^st 
needs live likea bishop on Divine Pro- ' 
vidence.» Stratton asked seriously — 
' was I determined on proceeding to 
the Orcades ?'

Ihaveof late, Chaucer, been so much 
cngròssed by detailing the private con-^ 
cerns of my lifc, that the biographer 
bas scarcè suSèred the historian to in- 
troduce the smallest comment on the 
complexion of the times; but we must 
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iKyw haverecoiirse to hiskid^ the bettcr 
tD elucidate subsequent events. 

Engteind and Caledcmia had long 

thrown open Janus*s portai, when the 

^"Ounger.Bruce ianded in the north of 

Ircland withformidablenuniberB. The 

hatives fiying from the incessant pains 

of oppres8Ìon to the shadow of relief, 

flocked in swarniB to the Scottish 

Prince, who, inflated by these unex- 

peAed reinforcementSj extendcd his 

liaes^ sacked Dundalk, besieged Car- 

rìckfergusj and gave a brilliant over* 

throw to the haughty Fitzroy, the 

then Lord Deputy. Many trifling skir. 

niishes and pitehed battles ensucd be- 

ttveen the dissenting powers; but the 

gallant Bruce, nobly sustained by the 

intrepid exertions of bis Hibernian 

auxiiiaries^ was nearly wresting this 

lucid gem from the crown of England, 

whexi thè hèad&trong impetuosity of the 
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«ard, by asscrting bis claiim to uncon- 
trouled doniintoo. O^Coouoi^s pur* 
pose was to craes the water, rouae the 
exfMrxDg energy of the oflsprìog of thtf 
kings, proclaim himself the gtandsMr 
of Roderìck the sovereign prìnce» 
consult on M^hat measures should he 
laken to free Ireland from the yoke 
of England, and thereby exalt her to 
a generous independaoce in the Euro* 
pean states. 

Yet, to a dispassionate comprehen* 
Sion» what was this schenie but the 
vrildness of chimera. It was now the 
fifth reign since the subjugation by 
Henry, the vvarlike spirit that at times 
burstout in partial insurrcctions wai 
rapidJy expiring; generations had 
sprung up sìnce in bondage, and habi* 
tude had, to some, rendered tolerable 
uhat, however, the major part deenied 
the viJestservitude, I5ut from whence 
vere the rcsourccs to be drawntoset 
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VÌMtilities òtl'fbot^ carry them through^ 
and/'ifTictorious, keepthe land in a 
respectable posture of defence f How 
couid a vigilante sagacious, and va- 
lorous governor be insured for tlie fu- 
ture rule of the redeemed realm ? for, 
without 8uch^ the foe, far superior in 
nieans and population^ ever on the 
lurk for the feasible hour» would again 
tnfest the shores, pour fortb swarma of 
rapaciousloGustn^and, when reinstated 
on the throne of despotism, thenation 
would be treated, not as a vanquished 
people^ but scourged as revolttng re* 
bela. The internai insecurities against 
invasione the total lack of means, the 
consumptive patriotism worn to a ske- 
letoii. by the unceasing and vexatious 
exertions made by calloim oppressone 
to establish subordination, but, above 
all> the locai aituation of the island 
marked futility on the coming attempt; 
for England held it, as it vfére, in a 
corner» far apart from ita sister states, 
vou ni. Q 
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\>y which 8})e Btifled the implorìng crieit 
for aid, kept at bay ali supporta .ai!ro« 
gantly nieiiacingj ' mine 6hou art and 
shalt l?e to the end of time.' . - 

Ali thes^ tìonsidered, .Norman 's en- 
terpri2&e 6een\ed to U3 utterly impractt. 
cable^ or at leastinsuiiicient to answer 
the motives for undertaking it ; a» 
lerne, though she might nod defiance 
forawhiie, còuldfiKOi he>e!x<pe6ied to 
«tahd upon the defensiye long^ whiist 
the insatiai)le aod' potent Briton 
\ias her neìghbour* But where the 
mihd is shut to conviólion, of what 
avail are documentary adxnonitions, 
or siibniissive representations ? Hiber- 
iiia, heudvànced, had never been con- 
jqiiered,, the usurpatìon of the first 
Henry was of the' blackest ànd niost 
inexcusabie nature. Dìssensions arose 
aniong two petty princes : Henry, called 
inias^arbitrator by these iniprudent in- 
dividuaÌ3r Bilenoed their^bickerjngs by 



reducing to 8ervitude awhole nation: 
to bring it to a domeatic view^~if fwo 
faniilies residing in one mansion con- 
tend for supcriority, increase of gain, 
ór aught else,' and they cali in a friend 
to thciraid; if thatfrieftd treacherously 
effeéls the ejeótmcnt of the lawful owi;i- 
ersj and seizes on the tencment, why 
ihotild not they enieague togethèr in 
an efFort to expel the worthleàB Bragt 
gadocia ? 'But even admitting the island 
had been conquered, conquest/ he re- 
Bumed, • was indefensible in every point 
of view : though you-let the rod fall on 
aflual antagonista^ and lash a personal 
opposer into siilyetìion, why should 
the system of wrath and terror be ren- 
dered hereditary, and for the basepu- 
sillànimity or ostentatiouschallenges of 
pride, why should generation» to come 
be doomed to launch enfettered Into 
life? Neither Dermod or Mwherdèch 
exerted themsclves in behalf of their 
oppresscd country men; y et I willnot/ 
C2 
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said Norman, ' foUow thetame supine* 
nesB of niy tires, but iihen by secret 
pra^ices I can ensure supporta then 
mììl I openly declare ipy design of 
checking the ambìtious strides of these 
insolente these plundering foreigners; 
many similar atterapts bave failed^ ^d 
niauy more vfiW; so may this; but with« 
out first making the trial no work can 
be accomplished/ 

Stratton and niyselfwere sileni; heré« 
niarked our coolnessonly by òbserving, 
that when we chose toshortenourvisit 
at Winchester Castlc he ^ould depart 
forlreland, I had before this dra^n 
a siifficient supply from the jeuel- 
ler's, and as bis expedition required 
ten tin.es niy ^hole substance, I 
could only press on him a sniall sum, 
merely to an&uer present exigencies; 
but he good-hiimouredly declined it, 
saying, ' it uas safer to be wholly deb- 
titute tlan run shorts and he was 
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persuaded thftt he could exert hit ia- 
fltience as well with words as gold/ 

I could not forbear smiling at the 
sanguine ardour he expressed of success, 
and reinarked, that though in the Ork- 
neys, I looked to hear of his Hibernian 
fea£s. 'But if your banner waves to 
the shout of viflory, and your king-. 
s.hipexpelsallaliensj how will Urban't 
deed be respeéied ? it must fall under 
confiscation, unless gallantry inclines

It being late, we made back to the 
Castle , but as crossing a new-ploughed 
field, to Norman I was indebted, per« 
C3 
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htps. Tot life. The patb which we had 
taken near the hedge being narro w, 
Stratton Icd the way^ and Norman f<^ 
lowed me; warmly engagèd in dis- 
course. I hecded not my steps^ and 
rcaching forward to break a bough of 
leafless hawthornj I trod upon a soft 
8ubstance> ^hich slipping from my 
pressure, sprung iipward, and en* 
tuined itself around my anele. Ere I 
Mas aware myself of the perii 1 was in^ 
Nornian with rapidity darted down> 
and snatchcd the reptile with anervouj» 
grasp; instead of flinging it afar^ bis 
iirst impulse prompted him inconside* 
ratoly to put an end to its being by 
crushing it Nvilh his hoeJ; but at the 
mvìment of etìetìing' this it launched 
its poison lull in the flesiìy part of *hi3 
arai.

Stratton to turn; we would bave

matter; with oar joint aid, he then 
twisted a wrap of Hnen round the 
wound, and we bastened towards the 
Caatle. 

. Oh, niuch-Ioved NornianJ having 
atill in mind oui" last interview, the 
remembrance of this aél imparts to me 
keener anguish than could the forked 
tongue of the sightleas adder ! 

- We parted at Beauniaris, Norman 
for the tfibernian oast, and we to the 
northward. A land route being sub^ 
jeél to tedlous delay, danger, and em- 
barrassments, we proposed taking our 
passage to Scotland by water; yet this 
had also its peculiar perils and incon- 
veniences: not to mention the variety 
e '4 
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of arcidents ihcidèQtal to trustinglo 
the fickle elements, the Irìsh sea had 
of late been forniidably infested by a 
drove of Norwegian pirates^ who with 
light sloops attacked ali vessels except- 
ing those of force, for the purpose of 
plunden The inhabitants of Beauma- 
ris informed us that not a day passed 
without the capture of passage^ships, 
and ìt was near an ini possi bility for those 
of trafile to venture across the Channel. 
Frequent supplicatory appllcations had 
been made to the Scotch and English 
Governments in order to curb the 
dar ing licence of these naval freeboot* 
ers, «nd guard the commercial interests 
of the kingdoms; but as yet the le- 
gislatures had n<^ thought proper to 
take any pre cautions againstthespread- 
ing evil, and the hardy corsairs stili 
continued to annoy the seas by every 
species of wanton and uncontrouled 
depredation. This information, at 
first, proved a considera ble damp to 
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ourintended coiirse; but on delibera- 
tìon, the insurmountable uneasiness of 
traversing> in the depth of wintcr, vast 
denuded traóts, rich only in sterilityt 
destitute of verdure or t'orage, was a 
chilling task, and we prefcrred tlie 
risques of falling in with the maritimc 
rovera, to under taking a land pilgri- 
niagc for the northern isles.

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The night prcceding our embarka- 
tìon, David was restless and uneasy ; 
he had taken a strong antipathy to the 
sea, or rather the idea of the pirates 
had so forcibly impressed his imagina- 
tion with terror, that courage and 
perseverance nearly faìled hini; but 
such was the sternness of his contunia- 
cious disposition, that he stili main- 
tained a deterniined resolusion not to 
leave us. Our first morning salute was 
his doleful and drowsy countenance. 
Stratton asked whether he had not 
rested well? — No, he replìed, his 
night having been haunted by the 
dream of an owl, which^ niost assur-

To his laconic persuasions against 
trusting to the elementi we stated to 
him the incommodiousneas of any 
other method of travelling : the passage 
by sea» in which we should meet with' 
ampie accommodations, wouid not ex* 
tend to the fourth day at the farthest ; 
yfheresLB, in travelling by stages or on 
horseback^ we could not hope to reacti* 
the Orcades in less^ than some weeks. 
A slight after-repres^ntation of the 
ìniminent perils we should have to en- 
counter by land, effeélually silenced 
him, and he grew reconclled to the 
chance' of'hieeting with the marine* 
pillagerSv Tlne siiip that was to*trans« 
port US lying off Holyhead, w^ rode^ 
across from Beaumarìs,. admiring the 
hixuriant fertility of this small isle, at 
once romantidally pi6luresi]ue and' 
richly GuUivated4~Mcluded> yet jir^- 
f-usely poputated;.

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As traversi ng ati open common^ 
Davida whoni it pleased to gallop on 
before, was thrown into a second prc-- 
dìcanient, by bis borse giving fi sudden 
start, and neitber blows or caresses 
couid force tbe mulish brute to stir a 
I>ace. As we were oa a fair level 
ground» not the smallest visible ob- 
struólion being near to impede bini» 
tbe i>anic-stnick rider: sol^mnly de- 
clared that an apparitiòn stòòd at bis 
borse 's bead; and he bad not tbe least 
doubt but that it was thè ghost of bis 
murdercd brotber, that carne in kind* 
ness.tOi warn hini .of some dreadful 
approacbing ili. Tbis silly idea took 
strong bold of bis niind, and tbougb 
shivering with affìigbt^ and scarce 
able to keep bisseat^ he wouid nèither 
dismount biniself/ or suffer Eustace 
to lead bis frowdrd courser^ but 
wheeled bim round and round in. many 
a Circuit, till it balted^.and rd'used to 
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trcad the spot. As our nioments were 
precious, we spurred n:ì, leaving him 
and Eustace to manage thè refra^ory 
brute; but the Ulter ovcrtook us on 
the beach/and laughing most imnio- 
derately, acquainted us that Old Ba- 
laam, aj& he entitied David, had re- 
ceived a feturdy shake from his frolic- 
some steed, which had left him pro« 
strate on the ground. The rueful 
Esquire now carne up, railing at me 
for setting him on a vicìous galloway.

He has frequently taken la* 

dies of the first rank among bis prìzei, 

mho uere liberated i^ith more regret 

than they imagined they could bave 

experienced on regaining freedom; 

but time and asaociation with 'the un- 

prìncipled Ciana bave worn away 

that dignificd elegance bordering od 

rffèminacyj that was once so eminently 

bis, and substituted in its stead a 

fierceness far more appropriate to his 

present calling: that pusillanimity 

that marked his noviciate is vanishedj, 

for when he lays waste the adjacent 

country, or engages in battle on the 

seas, there shine forth his brilliant 

niilitary talents.

' He 18 young, you say/ rejoined 
Stratton — ' if so, every good may be 
expeéled.

nated : he is wrong; but let him con- 
tinue his own track." If we attempt t0

Scarte werc the words pronounced 
than we were summoned before Uiric, 
vrhoever reviewed his captives previous 
to thcir being set on shore. The night 
beiore, in a causelcss fit of choler^ he 
had ordered >Vrotham*s ship to be 
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acuttled; and now purposed to disem* 
bark bini and bis wretcbed crcw on a 
desolate part df the Irish coast near 
Carlinford. The mariners having un- 
dergone the inspeAion of the maraud* 
ing chiertain^ the captive Conimander 
waa introdticed in form. WbilBt stand* 
ing at the door, in wait for our levee 
to come onj we overheard a voice^ half 
in angefj baif a sneer^ cry^ ' Wrotham 
bere again l Well ! go thy ways : but 
avoid the Thunderer in future — thou 
leenist to play uith the bolts. Beware ! 
or >vhen next thou strikest to me the 
forked lightning may perch thy head 
on the main-topmast. But^ beshrew 
me for blaming thy inexpertness in 
net better proteéìing thy ship! for 
thou bast increased our store mth 
many an excellent freight!' The 
Captain ^aa about to expostulate on 
the cruel usage he hadsustained by the 
destruiSion of bis vessel; but the other 
exclaimed, ' Hence ! away !' The 
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tona wcre hanh. broken, and magi»* 
terìal : and irei tkcy «ere not new to 
my ear : I iistened «ith emotion; but 
remembnnce «a& clouded with dubi- 
tation.

1 heard no more : butspringing from 
my bcd, ran in baste to a^\aken Strat- 
ton. Ere he could shake off the slum* 
bering fiilet that bound bis eyes and 
lacullies, a bcdy of mariners burst 
into our roonij kd by Gothrorpe, dis» 
guiscd so n uch like a Nor^^egian^ that 
1 ad I not Lcen convinced by the fore»

With the shipsaiied every remaining 
spark of hope ; the lights at the vessel's 
mast disappeared, and the white- 
streaked horizon looked like the Silver 
edges of aa inverted ebon cupi etn- 
bracing the surface of the murky wa- 
ters on which we rolled> wreckcd, de- 
solate, and abandoiied. I yet had hold 
of Stratton's handj- whereby he had as^ 
sisted ine in d^scending the ship'sside, 
Dut silence best painted the anguish of 
oursouls.

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ExcesB of fatigue, joined to acute 
dcspondency^ conipelled me to reHn- 
quish my employ. David sat by, im.^ 
nìerscd in silent grief ; butStratton re- 
niained unconquered, he was stili com- 
niunicative, and even cheerful : ofthc 
little food he had asyet scarce touched^ 
saying^ with a smile^ that as he had 
often, when siirrounded by profusioD> 
looked forward to this hour, he had 
brought himself, by voluntary for- 
beai ance, to that point of moderation 
that he suffered not the least inconve- 
nience; stili he strove to raise our 
sunken spirits with hopes of land, but 
vain wereall his magnanimous renìon- 
strances and pious supplications for 
divine aid.

and uniting their force» let fall a de- 
Juge; thesweeping blast» bowling over 
the main^ dashed us onward» and it 
v/as with mci*edible exeiHlons that we 
kept eniptying the boat of the watcrs 
Heaven poured upon us, augmented 
by the intrusioa of the fermented 
waves. David, to whoni every ignoble 
or worthy sentinient vanished before

our slendei* stock of provisions; and 
now, as he dashed out the water with

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the ftathcred nin, shiverìng in drench- 
ed garn*erits. and niad for a sufficiencjT 
of food, uè spent the lingering hoursi 
each u.anifesting his inward suSer- 
ings as more or iess affèfied. 

The golden -haired Aurora again 
opcncd the burnished portala of the 
inoi n ; the beams of the ascending sun 
^littered with sparklingradianceon the 
l otioin of the oceanj and confirmed us 
in the apprehensions we had entertain- 
ni diiring the night, that we were stili 
lar, far from land; our exhausted 
liiunrHaiid parched throats deiiianding 
:>iih(niuncc and moisture, Stratton 
M)uglit ihe remains of the.fresh water 
Mud tlu* hrcad we had left at our last 
rr^jahl, biit though placed away by him 
\\i(h the utnìObt precaution, unsuc- 
irhulul werc his researches to faid it. 
;ìill.h)\r i» the first consideration in 
how innnyn hriast! the most poignant 

puugh uccrued to us from tbiscruelde- 
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privation, yet no blaine could be at* 
tached to David, who, on our en(]uir- 
ing of hitn, stili had sufficient grace 
firnily to asserì he knew not what had 
caused the sudden disappeariiig of the 
precious fragments. 

What words can express the agoniz- 
ing torture of extrenie thirst! I panted 
ili rending throes» iny bosom burned 
with internai lightless flaines^ and the 
blasted skin pealed in crisped rolls froin 
niy blistered lips. Stratton beheld with 
tearful sympathy the pangs I felt, and 
dire<3ed me in baste to strip and lay 
down at my length in the boat; this 
done, David, by bis instruóHons, pour» 
ed water over me, until it laved the 
surface of my body, whiist he, leaning 
over the side of the bark, watched 
when to desist, lest that the one eie- 
ment should preponderate the other, 
and at a monient engulph us. Thus I 
lay for the space of half an hour ; but 
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when I rose, the effeóts of this bath were 
instantaneous; froni a scorched and 
raging thirst my whole temperament 
becanie cool, envigorated, and refresh- 
ed. On my report of the miraculous 
benefits I had received, Stratton and 
David underwent the operation, and 
experienced equally the renovating 
charni. This was not a time to require 
explanations. I asked not how tbts 
salutary change was wrought ; but at 
a future period Stratton infornied me 
that the body drank externally; the 
minuteness of the pores, thouglì it 
served to perfoi-ni suótion, excluded 
the saline particles, and the salubriouB 
element alone was filtered tbrough the 
skin. 

The sky again becanie overcast, the 
atmosphcre was clogged with sluggfeh 
snow, the wind blew in convulsive 
peais, our limbs were nearly frost-

murmurs which his expiring voice fell 
to, werc shortly silenced, and he sunk 
in torpor. S|>eech had becn long de* 
barred me ; D'Spencer and Maltravers 
haunted my mind; and whilst I gazed 
at the hapless viéìims of their accursed 
policy, I could not refrain from in- 
voking on them the scvcrest male- 
diétions.

Full against 
the broad ribs of a vessai bound from 
Dublin to Londonderry our fragile boat 
M^as thrown^ by which concussion she 
flew into planksj leavjng our inanimate 
bodies floating on the surface of the 
deep. The mariners on board in haste 
resciied us at the moment of sinking; 
but «onceiving that we were totali/ 
bereft of life, again they wouid bave 
re-plunged us but for the heaven-sent 
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interposition of a friend; this friend 
was Hubert, Lord Winchester's^^ood 
and benevolent physician» then on bis 
way fronì the English Court to the Lord 
Chanccllor of Ireland. 

Of the thrce sufferers, Stratton re- 
cove red first in mind and body; my 
senses were next re-e8tìtbli8hed^ but 
David lingerqd long ininisery^ bis Hmbs 
being froat-nipt. 

The mention of what methougfat 
wouid bave filled Hubert with amaze- 
nìcnt, excited DQt the smallest, and bis 
wonder seemed more to be roused by 
the knowledge of D'Spencer'B present 
cailing, than that he was stili alive; 
but the foliowing account of the trans^ 
aflions that took place at Winchester 
CasUe on niy precipitate retreat, solved 
every past enigma, by unveiling eveutv 
hitherto wrapt in mystery. 
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Lancaster and niysclf, yoii may cali 

to niind, were engaged in the room 

converted by the eldcr D'Spencer to 

Montford's eonfinement, when Ed- 

ward's approach to the Castle was an- 

nounced by martial music. Young 

D'Spenccr, on hi8 arrivai at the do- 

main^ quitted the royal retinue, and 

retired with Maltravers to an adjoining 

apartment^wbere havingrecoursetothe 

villaiaousmeanfiiof iistening^ they over- 

heard the substance of the latter part 

of our dittcourse relative to Lancaster's 

emancipation. Thus furnkhed ^ith 

a due to accomplish their purpose^ 

they adjourned to a more distant 

chamber» and opened their pian of 

operations; but by a remarkable coin- 

cidence of circumstances^ Browniow^ 

the Earls confìdential domestica be- 

ing then in the wardrooni, far from 

intentionally, overheard every syU 

lable of their converse. This was a 

scheme whereby no impediment was 
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to bc put to Lancaster's escape^ whoj 
from the pecultarity of hls situationj 
ìying at the time under attainder wouid 
infalli bly be retaken; but I, sufièring 
under no such predìcament^ a net 
doubly strong was necessary to enmesh: 
me; nianjr >\ere the motives that ren« 
dered me a blot in the sight of D'Spèn* 
cer, and deep was the rancour planted 
in his heart againf^t me. Whiist I 
lived, Edward's partiality to himself 
remained on but a slender basis; when 
we met, scomful words, or anger-dart- 
ing eyes, kept up continuai warfere, 
be looked npt for overtures of concilia** 
tion from me; pride prevented hìs 
tenderingtheaniicable band; he hated, 
he envied me, and the only means he 
could fix on to banish both was by my 
death. 

Thus resolved, he began his wily 
machinations by impeding my progress 
when on the point of joining Lancas- 
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ter; then, to colour bis infamous pur« 
pose, he delivered to me the fraudulent 
bond» M hereby he restored to me my 
bìrth-rìgbt, by making over to me the 
manor of Clenville. You may remem- 
ber, previous to the banquet, the Euri 
of Winchester, in the voice of distrust, 
cautibned me against treason; ìt was 
but conjeólure in him, for he was far 
from Buspeéìing that bis fears were 
^realized, and that at the instant, the 
assassìn's unsheathed biade waited to 
bury itsclf in my breast. Maltra- 
vers, without hesitatfon, engaged to 
accompli&h the dced, but on D'Spen- 
cer*s proposing to him to take a friend, 
ahould the attempi prove inelfeflual, 
he refused, saying, he detested accom- 
plices, for that th. ghost of orie or other 
generally trod on tlie heels of the mur- 
dered. The delusive paper intimating 
doubts of Montford's safety, was writ. 
ten by Maltravers, and given by. him 
to a domestic, who brought it to me aC 
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the dose of the banquet» saying, as he 
had been informed^ that a peasant de- 
sired to speak with me at the front 
entrance. On D»Spencer's fàlling into 
contest with the prelate of Hereford, I 
made to the great landing, and was 
there arrested in niy flight by Brown- 
low, who thiis snatched me from the 
meditated stroke, for at the foot of the 
marble staircase, darkejied for the pur- 
pose, there stood Maltravers prepared 
to receive me with the rapier's point. 

D'Spencer concluding by the lapse 
oF space, that the blow was given,.rose 
fròm the table, and as he had preconi 
certed with bis agent, went forth to 
jgin Maltravers. The distraóìion of 
bis brarn, heated with wine, together 
with the dismay occasiohed by the idea 
of the crime committed, totally obli- 
terated the recolleóìion that he was to 
give bis own name as a signal, and 
running down the flight of steps in 
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silence, Maltravers imagining it to be 
nic^ stabbed hìni, as he passed, full in 
the breast. The murderer fled not, 
but as it had been ftettled between him 
and hi8 employer, waited in cxpeéta- 
tion for the coming of D'Spencer. 

Edward» who at periods of social 
conviviah'ty» threw olF the fettersof re- 
straint and decoruin» and whose in- 
telleóls were now clouded by the fumes 
of ijiebriety, left bis seat and followed 
the fugitive, to bring him back to 
the board. As Maltravers attacked 
D*Spencer in lieu of me, he now con- 
cluded the King to be his employer; 
this was the more confirmed by Ed- 
gard himself giving thesignal in calling 
aloud * D'Spencer !* ' 1 bave dispatched 
him/ was the homicide's reply. At the 
moment the saloon doors burst open, 
and niany of the nobles, in Loisterous 
Glamour, rushed down with lights, 
shouting and laughing, to seek the 
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King and their young host. Piélurc 
their astonishnient on beholding Mal- 
travers with a drawn poniard standing 
over the bleeding corpse of England'8 
favourite^ and Edward himself near, 
hangìng across the balusti'ade, unable 
to proceed from a convulsive flow of 
laughter. 

Maltravcrs comprehended not the 
dreadful error he had made until too 
late for retieat; but had not appear. 
anres niarked his guilt, his words to 
EdN^ard conviéìed hini beyond re- 
demptìon. It is needless to describe 
the silent anguish of the Earl, D'Spen- 
cer's father, the frantic ravings of the 
King, or the observations of those to 
Mhoni thè riddance of the country's 
enslaver was a niatler produéìive of 
no great degree of sorrow. 

Brownlow iniagining that no mis* . 
chief could befal any other individuai^ 
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if I, by hi8 cautioning me against it, es- 
caped the snare, the domestics being 
prohibited that passage, designed to see 
me to Verrel*s cottage; but on the hear- 
ing the groan, which indicated that a 
viéìim was sacrificed by the arm I had 
avoided^ he quitted me, and ran to the 
fatai spot : comprehending that it was 
D'Spencer who had fell, and had thus 
perjshed by bis own arts, he repaired 
to Hubert, and related to him the forc: 
góing proccedìngs. Hubert, from bis 
soul abhorring tlie iniquitous part the 
deceased had t^ken, was reliiélantly 
conipelled to inspeól the body; but oii 
discQvering that life was not yet cx- 
tinS, he dctermined to infliól a nie- 
morable punishment on the base as- 
sassinsi and to this intent he confìrmed 
the general opinion of D'Sj^ncer's 
soul being past recai. 

Ere they removed the supposed 
corpse to the vault beneath the chapel^

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there to lie until the propcr period for 
interment, he poured a pouerfuì cor* 
dial down D'Spencer's throat, the ef. 
feól» of whìch he knew, after a few 
hours apparent deathj would restore 
suspended anìmation. 

Fear is a dose attendant upon guilt. 
Edward had ordercd, previous-to bis 
departure for London with his Peer», 
that Maltravers shouid bè confinedthe 
remainder of the night in the funeral 
vault^ and the next day sent ta the 
county prison. Hubert resigned thfr 
Svretched villain to the well-merìted 
pains of extrenic terror, but with 
Brownlow conceaied himself bchind the 
sable hangings, ready to administer 
restoratives to D'Spencer, and assist 
the struggles of nature. 

Maltravers, notwithstanding bis 
^prayers to be hcard, was chained to 
one qorner of the vault^ in the centre 
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whcrcof, wrapt in a black 8liroud« 
lay D'Spender^ stretched on a toble 
bier; the glimnierìng rays of a lamp» 
clouded by the hanging vapours, added 
to the surrounding horrors^ the coliìnk 
on stands lined the walls^ someof theni 
vrere stili entire, otbers mouldering 
to eaith; bere lay a pile of human 
bones, there whole skeletons measured 
Ithe floor^ and from the arched roof 
weresuspendedthearms, tattered ban* 
nei*s^ and escutcheons. In Maltra* 
vers's perturbed fancy, the murdered 
fttarted from its couch, and every 
fleshless bone rose in nienace against 
bim. The chapel beli toUcd for matins, 
midnight phantoms seemed now to 
gilde before his closed eyes; he mufflcd 
bis face in the folds of his robe^ bui 
again plucked it away on hearing a 
deep-sent sigh; the bier creaked, the 
corpse moved, a second groan follow- 
ed^ and a atream of blood gushed vio- 
£ 2 
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lently from the orifice on the breast^ 
the mouth^ and the nostrils of the 8Ui>- 
posed deadj who^ thus rélieved, gained 
sufficient strength to raise himself on 
his arni; by graduai exertions he 
òpened his feeble eyesj and from the 
moulderìng piles of decay ing mortality 
distinguished Maltravers^ ^vho, aghast^ 
and half expiringwith horrorj fixed his 
blasted sight on M^hat he took to be a 
miracle^ and sent forth cries that pierc- 
ed the arched roof, and echoed in 
terrific sounds through the vaulted 
corridors. 

The Earl of Winchester, who, naa- 
tins over, alone remained in the chapel^ 
recommending to its merciful Creator 
the soul of his departed son, heard the 
shrieks; trembling with affright, he 
hastily descended tothesepulchre, and 
thro^ing open the massy gates, ap* 
peared at the entrance mth a torchi

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Brownlow and Hubert carne from their 
lurking place to cairn hisagitation, and 
prepare him for what was next to hap- 
pen; but Maltravers^ in the violence of 
desperate pasBions, wrenched bis chains 
from the staple that held him to the 

Wall, and darting forwards, fell sense- 

less at the EarPs feet. 

Winchester, convinced of the reality 

of bis son*8 returning existence, by the 

help of bis twofriends, conveyed him, 

unseen, to a private apartment. Here 

Hubert opened to the Earl bis design 

in having thusaóted, and reasoned witb 

him on the bcnefits that niight accrue 

from not contradióiing as yet the 

rumour of P'Spencer's death, in that 

it might be the meansof softeningthe 

minds of the disafieóled Barons towards 

him, and causi ng thcm to return to 

their allegiance to the Moiiarch. The 

father^ wholly averse to his again brav» 



^ 
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ìng the threat» of a host of enemieii^ 
readily acknowledged the happy policy 
of the thought; as did D'Spencer, who 
consìdered a temporary seclusion but 
as an eclipse from which he M^ould here- 
after emerge, and blaze with greater 
lustre. The knowledge of his renova- 
tlon, or rather resurreftion, was con- 
fined to Hubert, Brownlow, Maltra- 
vers, and his father; they each swore 
ncver todivuJge the secret, and when 
reestablìshed in his health, hedeparted 
from England with Maltravers, who 
readily obtained D'Spencer's pardon, 
the blow having been given but in obc- 
dience to his own fell command. 

On the ensuing morn, the funeral 
of the murdered D'Spencer was per« 
formed viith every magnificence of 
pomp; the pure marble was sullied with 
the impression of flattering falsehoods, 
and a stately mausoleum was ercftcd 
over an empty grave. 
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Thb was a brief account of a cir- 
cunrstaDce from which originated the 
rumour of the teqjìination of D'Spen- 
ccr*s career. Thus did Providence 
preserve uìc from the toils of pcrfidy,* 
and lettheir own>{>remeditated villainy 
fall on the guileful. 

Again^ to recur to aflfairs that at this 
time engaged the attention of the poli- 
ticai world, Edward, too late bewail- 
ing the unhappy procedure that had 
hurried his kinsman> Lord Lancaster, 
to a lamenta ble end, and convinced 
that over his oSences shouid bave bec:i 
thrown the veil of palliation, since that 
he liad turrendered to him in lowly 
sutniission, and thrown himself on 
profFered mercy, vcnt his ire on those 
composing the court that sat in judg- 
meht on the illustrious prisoner. Earl 
Mortimer had notonly been particular- . 
ly rcniarked for cruelty of usage and 
throwing out vindiétive sarcasms on the 
E 4 
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shacklcd Montford, but whispcrs DOW 
began to circuiate^ with ^fhat degreeof 
reasonwasdoubtfuUthattheaccusations 
he brought against hìni were more the 
effeóls of rancour and prejudice, than 
honest eagerness in the cause of equity, 
TheKingresigning his earto theasper- 
sions blackening a charaéìer he had 
cogent reasons to dislike^ and stimu* 
lated by the urgent prayers of Morti- 
nier's numerous enemies, conquered 
the terrors he lay under from Isabel's 
dominion over him, and ordered the 
£arl into custody, until proofs could 
he obtained that the charges he had 
adduced against Montford were found^ 
ed cn truth ahd impartiality. 

This iinexpeóted shock fell niost 
heavily on the Queen, who had long 
meditatrd on having recourse to Franco 
for aid^ in an endeavour at the expul- 
Sion of the D'Spencers from the king^» 
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doni; the rumoiired death of the 
younger, in some measurc, daniped 
ber design; but tliis sudden procedure 
against Morti mer instilled the poison 
of resentment ii)to her pervcrted heart^ 
and she ìnwardly vowed never to sup- 
press it until she had avenged the ob. 
loquy cast upon her gallant knight by 
the slighted husband. 

Under the specious pretence of 
granting the honour of her presence 
at the cerenionial of christening the 
new-born princeof France, she set s^il 
- for the Continent, with every ostenta 
tious appendage that luxury could de- 
vise, to irradiate the introduóìion of 
this vain immoral consequential piece 
of royalty to a foreign court; the ex* 
pences of the flcet fitted out for 
her conveyance were shortly after de- 
frayed by a beavy imposton the BritisU 
subjeóls.

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The pcople*s hearts were alieliated 
from their Sovereign the instant of his 
accessione though thè supix^eness of 
bigotted zeal restrained every indig* 
nant enìotion at the numberless in- 
stances of the Crown's despotic power; 
but at this last wanton insult on their 
forbearance, reason forcibly plucked 
away thè niask superstition held before 
their eyes, and led theni to think on . 
nieasures that^ in the end, drove the 
Sovereign from a throne hi6 errors 
had disgraced. * 

Mortimer had been captìve ten day» 
when young D'Spencer, (as I conclude 
from giveh periods, shortly after bis 
inhuman treatment of me and my 
companions) landed on the English 
coaste and vieni straight for London. 
Here he arrived the day Edward had 
convened his parliament to debate on 
the expediency of his quitting the 
realmj to dq homage for his Gallio 
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damlnions, as required by Philip. 
D*Spenccr, before dctcrmined on re- 
vealing himsclf to bis royal friend, now 
resolvcd, if within bis power, to pre- 
vent bim from procceding to where 
Isabel reigned supreme, and for tbis 
purpose entered the augiist councilf 
and, in tbe presente of the rnightiest of 
bis foes, disclosed lìin^elf as the abhor* 
rcd favourite of England»s monarchi 
Scarce noticing the astonishment and 
dismay he had scattered in every 
breast, he gave it as bis firm opinion 
tbat ere bis Highness hazarded bis 
sacred person aniong bis naturai ene- 
inies, Britain sbould be invaded àt 
cvery port. ^' 

Thus did fhe fantastic breatb of a 
seTfisb individuai, when abetted by 
kingly prcpossessfon, blow away thè 
fruits of the deep, wary, and sedu- 
lous deliberations of cxperience, the 
Barons being averse to a rupture witbr 
• js6 
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France at a junéture when intestine 
broils threatened speedily to recom- 
xiience. D'Spencerfoilowedhistriuniph 
by claiming indemnification for ^e 
countless a&s of plunder and outrage 
conimitted on his doniaìns by partici 
of the discontented nobles and their 
adherents^ during his exile. Ali this^ 
and rniiclì more, was granted by his: 
blinded prince - and the next day he 
uras confirmed in the barony of GIou. 
cester, ^\ith which hehad been invested 
some years back. 

Mortimer, by mcans of mixing opi- 
um in the cups from which his guarda 
tasted his liberality on the anniversary 
of the Queen's birth, escaped from 
durance, and fled to France. Here, 
by his exertions, the evil thatjnenaced.- 
Britain from the exasperated spirit of 
Philip was averted, by his inspiring 
Isabel with the thought of demanding 
of the English King to send England's 
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hc\r,young Edward of Windsor, as his 
proxy. In conformity to tliis re^uisi- 
tion, the Princc, under condti(5t of his 
preceptor, arrived at Paris, and took 
the oath of fealty in his father's name» 
The appoinled tinie elapscd, Edward 
demanded their return; biit, in defi* 
anceof every denunciation of war, and 
anathemas from England and the Ro« 
man Pontiff, Franca detained his sister, 
and betrothed her son to Philippa of 
Hainault, at Valenciennes. 

This was, in brief, the intelligence 
cotnnìunicated to me by Hubert, who 
shortly alter left us to continue his 
route towards Londonderry. My mind 
rested invariably on the recovery of 
Bianche, yet I confess that these suc- 
cessive impediments to niy perseve^ 
rance in rny undertaking, somewhat 
dispirited the ardour with which I be- 
gan it, and 1 was notfar from renoun- 
cing the hope of ever hearing tidings of 
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hcr. We were >vìthin a few léagues 
ilistancc of St. Urban's. If yet fehe lived, 
these Hibernian lands were hers; if 
not, by Montford*s will, they devolved 
to me; and I was persuaded by Strat- 
tona ere I again resumed my search for 
the long lost Bianche^ to examine into 
the present state of this once spleifdid 
demesne. 

It had in the reign of the Confessor 
been a nionastery, occupied by frìars 
of the order of St. Francis; but sincc 
the secession of it by Stephen to the 
MontFords, at various perioda it had 
undergone considera ble alterationB; 
and in the preseht state, the interior 
of the building displayed the lowring 
gloom of an abbey; whilst without, we 
beheld every martial precaution that 
shewed it to the view a magnificent 
and impregnable fortress. Here were 
embattled cloistera^entrenched €hapeb> 
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ccnicterics siirniounted by ramparts» 
and fortificd rcfreftorìcs. 

This noble pile of antique architec* 
turcj situated on the extreme verge of 
the Deucaledonian Sea, >vithìn four 
miles of that miracle of nature^ the 
Giant^ft Pillars, for extent, grandeur, 
and subliniity, far excceded the ideas 
I had formed of it. 

The present inhabitants were the 
remaii)8 df Ferdinand of Waldon'a 
rettnue» brought with him from Eng* 
land, Thi3 Chevalier, of Portugese 
extraflion^ deputed by Thomas of 
Lancaster to the Government of St. 
Urban'sj during the rebellious insur- 
reélions of the natives> died bere; and 
since that perioda the estate being 
much neglefted by my friend Mont- 
ford, M'Mahon, a descendant of the 
King of that name^ had usurped the 
dominion. 
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On my claiming it in rigbt oT 
Bianche de Montford, he resigned the 
sway he had hitherto exercisedi and 
retired to the grief of those that re- 
sided in the Abbey and its annexed 
hamlets, who had enjoyed under his 
reign of peace the full delights of 
plenty, ease, and perfeél freedom. 
They added tears of anxiety to my «• 
quest for his stay^ as long as Inclination 
prompted him; but, with the sullen 
haughtiness of an aspiringsoul^ M'Ma- 
hon disdained dependance on the man 
vvhoni he considered as the usurper of 
bis native fìeids, and left the castle the 
sanie hour, professing that the betit of 
bis mind was rathcr to govern a bovel 
tban besubservientin a palace. Those 
^honi I had no power to detain^ ac« 
cpmpanied bini ; but as the vassais 
regardant by law appertained. to 
wliomsoever lorded the nianor^ I 
n^.ade it my study to gain their confi- 
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dence and conciliate their esteem. In 
thÌ8 there ^vas not much difiiculty; at 
first they were suriy as lions to their 
keepens; butsoon the artless gencrosity 
of their untutored minds expanded to 
gratitude and liberality, for good re* 
ceived. The foremoat to capitulatc w^s 
Rolandj a man of middle age, ^vho^ 
since- the ti me of Waldon^ had been 
chief gardener^ and to whose skiiful 
hand was owing the high perfeétion 
in botany and hofticulture that the 
adjacent grounds then display ed. 

' By hmi we were acquainted with a 
circumstance that was not gencrally 
known. In our rambles through the 
building, chancing to stop at the gate 
of a tower, built of the sable whitc- 
veined marble, dug from the quarries 
of Kilicenny, we enquir^d to what use 
it had been appropriated ? He repliedj 
it was the Abbey prison. This for. 
treas, when under the rule of Waidon, 
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uas converted into areceptacle for 
prisoners of war. ' Many a wretch/ 
said Roland, ' denounced as inimicai 
to the measures of the English Court, 
ìvere dragged within these walls, 
(pointing to the tower) from whencc 
they never departed, dead or alive. 
But the inhuman traffic, for the vic- 
tims were purchased, and dearly too, 
>vas chiefly carried on during the prò* 
secution of the Weich and ScotUsh 
>vars with England, or in the sangui-' 
nary times of proscription.* 

Here we were ihformed by DaTid; 
Powdras, that the repa&t awalted our 
coming, and we returned to the Hall, 
desiri ng Roland tofoUow, and impart 
what else he knew concerning the 
transa<5tions that occurred during 
Waldon's exercise of aiithority at St. 
Urban's. To my interrogation of 
whether he knew the names or tank 
of any that had been brought captives 
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to the Abbey ? he replied, that he did 
not — but that in the prìson was kept a 
parchmentj on which was regìstcred 
the names and qualities of ali those that 
had suffered within ita precinéls. The 
last^ he said, that had been conveyed hi- 
ther^ he had heard from his father^ who 
served as fakoner to Waldon, was a 
Temale of illustrioiv^ birth, brought to 
the castle by a ferocious band com- 
pofiing the swacms of English soldiery^ 
then scouring Europe, to bring to con- 
demnation those who had, either 
through disgust or fear at the late 
severe denunciations issued against 
thein, emigrated the country. 

' The PortugueseGovernorj in com* 
passion to her tender sex, peculiar nia- 
jesty of person, and all-subduing 
mildness of disposition, treated her on 
her arrivai with the utmost defercnce 
and respeft; but this lenity coming to 
thr knowledge of the Court, he re-

ceived a sharp rebuke^ accompanied 
by threats^ tbat if the mandate there- 
M^ìth sent was not instantly complìed 
with, he must to England, to answer 
certain accusations. A slave to bis de* 
sires for wordly exaltation^ be hushed 
the ^vhisperings of conscience^ and 
deaf to the crics of the fair, the 
mourning innocent, he immured htv 
in a space that had been the cbarnel- 
house of many a bundred before ber; 
and the next day quitted Ireland^ on 
receiving dispatches from the first 
Edward^ requiring bis immediate at- 
tendance in London, thoughtlessly 
taking with him the keysof the portai 
that shut the hapless vióìim from air, 
from b'ght, from the world. 

* Through slothful incrtitude> or to 
whatever un happy cause it was to bc 
imputed, those left behind neglefted 
sending after the Governor for the 
keys, and delayed the forcing th^ 
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door until it was too late. On burst- 
ing open the iron padlocks^ and 
wrenching away the massy han, tliere, 
at the entnmce^ lay the forni of 
the famished priaonen Waldon, on 
bis route to England^ recolleéling 
the fatai error he had committed^ 
atraightway turned back, and reachcd 
St. Urban's at the moment of exposing 
the emaciated corpse to general ìiu 
apeélion. Her death warrant had long 
been signed : Waldon alone had pro- 
crastinated the stroke. He intendcd* 
that» after a short solitary confine- 
ment^ she should mect it : but the re- 
fleólion of the pangs she had unne* 
cessarily gone throughfrom his guilty 
remissness^ made such an impression 
òf mingied dread and remorse on his 
mind, that he never after thoroughly 
recovered the use of his faculties. On 
removing the planks that covered a 
cavity in the corner of the tower, sunk 
many fathoms deep^ (the common 
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grave for every butchcrcd viClinr that 
perished in this den of slaughter) they 
deposited the deceascd; and since that 
xneniorable aera the door haa never 

turned upon its hinges* 

* The report runs/ added Roland, 
smiling, ' that, at certain intervalsj 
groansand bitter v^ailings are heard 
within the tower; lights, flitting 
foniìs, specks of blood, and severed 
linibs are seen without.' 

He concluded his recital by running 
over the variety of marvellous talea 
current aniong the viilgar, to whom 
such an incident niìght naturally be 
supposed to affòrd full subjeól for an« 
notations and embellishment. 

On Stratton's asking, did they net 
know her rank — her country — ber 
crime ? Roland replied, ' that the 
secret viia% confìned to Waldon; but 
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ths^ if we:chose io brave the myriads 
of spirita that had taken up their resi*

• With this female/ added Roland, 
^ was brought captive a man, that 
aeenied to her an hiimble but zealous 
friend. Waldon, as some expiation 
for bis crime, changed his sentence of 
death into perpetuai imprisonment. 
Fursuant to this decrec, years he lan- 
guished in captivity, until released by 
Waldon s successor to the governnient, 
who likewisegranted him leave to de* 
paH the island; but fondly attached to 
the memory of the unhappy sufferer, 
as she was no more, eveiy spot was to 
him immaterial, and he craved per- 
luission to take np his future abode 
among the pe^antry of St. Urban's.

AtTENDED by Roland and David 
Fo>^drasj who had listened to the fore- 
going account with open nioutli and 
rarsed hands» often interrupting it by 
lìionòsyllables expressive of horror 
and aniazement, wc niade towards the 
court ^vherein stpod the prison. Here 
Me were joined by niany of the vassaU 
and domestics, who never passing the 
building withoutawe and terror^ were 
yet anxioUs to see the door opened, 
and learn what foulfaccd fiends, 
aprites» and goblins occupicd the dreary 
walls, and broke the solemn stilness 
of night by bowling moans. 

The noxious poisoning vapours^ so 
long pent up in the narrow confìnes^ 
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on shaking the portai, stubborn with 
rust, biirst òut at the aperture, and 
caiised our precipitate rctreat. \Ve en- 
tered. It was a sqiiare of fifteen feet by 
twelve : the walls were hung with moss; 
ueeds grew from the cement; a drizzly 
moisture trickled along the ground, 
and not a ray of light pierced the 
gloom. Stratton, after a long search, 
succeeded in fìnding the parchment 
nientioned by Roland. It was con* 
ceaied behind a small arnioury, fiUed 
with nun erous instrumentsof torture.

Stratton carne novv to the dose of 
the fatai scrawl, wound up by the nanie 
of the above unfortunate fenicile. He 
hastily brushed away a few particles of 
Uìoss that defaced the first letters: he 
closely examiaed the charaólers — the 
record trembled in bis hand — thè co- 
lour fled his cheek — convulsions fas« 
tened upon his linibs * he strove to ar« 
f2 
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ticulate — he did ; h» lips faintly prcK 
nounced — ' Eleanor, daughter to Si« 
nion de Montfordj aiid wife to LleweU 
Iin« the last of the Weich Princet, 
taken by Walter of Effingbam, in. the 
vale of Lawdir^ betwixt the niountains 
of Carlow and Snowden^ Wales/ 

Truth flashedinifttantaneously to my 
comprehensìon, I ordered the place 
to be cleared; and aswordswouldhave 
been as feeble as nugatory, and the prfs* 
sence of a second person but con* 
straint^ I also withdrew into a sepa- 
rate apartment untìi the spirit of his 
first emotions \i'as in part evaporated« 

Thus then did the gentle Eleanor 
perish ! She expired not as she lived-^ 
a phoenix; bnt was reserved to be the 
sport of a tyrant more absolut^ and 
bent to ili than the rulcr of Pandaemo- 
ninni. A tender mother, ambitious 
only fot the happiness of herson :that 
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Bon» who« next to the Deity, paid her 
hii^ adorations, and in his heart wor» 
sbipped her — aeparated from ali she 
held dear; her retrcat betrayed by pry- 
ing lurkers» violated by rufiìans, ra- 
vaged with fire; her much valued coni- 
panton^ Constantia^ inhumanly put to 
death, and herself borne like a con- 
detnned criminal across the seas^ en- 
tombed stili living^ loft to wither and 
fall for lack of sustenance; and^ to con- 
clude the piteous scene» her breathless 
foriDy that merited canonizationj preci* 
pitated adown a gulph, there to 
blend with wasting niortality. How 
must this man> thought I, execrate the 
very name of Plantagenet — the ruth- 
less race that has thus swept, with re- 
morseless cruelty, his every loved 
tie from the earth ! How must his 
heart swell against even the mention' 
of England; that scourge of his kin» 
drcd — that mercilcss bane to t\ery so- 
cidi afièflion 1

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I dreaded the sìght of Stratton; yrt, 
as >vith propriety I cauid no longer re- 
main away, I re entered the pavilìon. 
He was stili intenton the serali; but 
scarce was the smallest alteration visible 
in his countenance: it had re-assumed 
its naturai complacency^ and he smiled 
at niy approach. The enthusiasm. of 
niy mind niade me shudder at what I 
regarded a callous tnsensibility; and 
this apparent stoicism ratber excited in 
me disgust than admiratioq. But 
when the warmth of romantic fiightt 
cooled; could I, methought, expeél 
Irorn Stratton swoonings, weeping, 
and tears, as from a baby girl, or frc- 
iietic lavings and passionate gesticula- 
tions, as had been used by Lancasterand 
myself ?

On his ex pressing a desire to sec 
Menare, the venerable cottager, I or- 
dered Roland to condu(5t us to his ha« 
bitation* Arrived at the humble dwel- 
ling, we cntered. The vvalls, once 
white, were now, by sinoke, of the 
blackest hue; the earth, jagged and 
painful to the tread^ was scattered 
with dried rushes; the door alone ad- 
mitted light — that shut, but for the 
enflamed turfail was obscurity. 

Seated on a low bench, cloathed 
in a wrapper, the texture of the 
coarsest, thecolour undistìnguishable, 
we beheld he that was once the valiant, 
noble, wealthy Lionel ! — the pride of

Llewellin — now the friendlessj decrc- 
pid, shunned oJbjeól of charity ! Poor 
blind Menare! negleóted locks of 
dusky whiteness swept bis aged breast;

mosphere^ >\'as of the sallo^^est cast; 
a feeble cough convulsed bis frame, 
and his only employ rested on me* 
chanically rousing with his staff thf 
embers that illumined the beartb, 

\Ve seated ourselves opposite to him. 
Silente ensued — broken shortly after 
by Stratton. ' This is he/ said my 
iriend, gazing atteutively at the per- 
sonage before us-r* this is he Avbom^ 
on looking back not niany years^ I be« 
hold in the full vigour and prime of 
strength and intelleól — he that couid 
grapple with the brindled wolf^ out« 
run the doe in swiftness^ stay the rapid 
flight of the ravenous hawk^ tame the 
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bounding steed, and biifTet the roll* 
ing surge! — this is he that was the 
guardian of my infancy, and what 
more endears you to my heart — ^you, 
Lionel, wcre the sole prote6lor of my 
mother!* 

Tcndcmess and fortitude together 
reigned ini Stratton*s breast, and at Na- 
ture's voice alone the one resigned un- 
liniited empire to the other. He 
knelt at Menare's feet. ' Lionel !' taid 
he, in faltering accents^ taking the 
Bhrivellcd hand^ and fixing his eyes on 
tbose of his vencrabie friend — * if yet 
memwy ha» nòt utterly fcn'saken thee^ 
can the sounds of Eleanor and Godfrey 
import a ray of j^easure?^ WhoIIy 
inanimate he sat^ tHl at lengtb he piit

Constantia?' I \trove^to awake bis 
comprchension, \j^hich,. we perceived, 
by its graduai return ,» had rather slept 
than peri^hed. Faintly understanding 
,the truth^ he I^id bis band on Strattpn's 
head, murmurin^y ' Ble&s you !-^Jt>le^

J TwilJ. npw ;Conimunicatè; then bas- 
ten tp^th^ relatiorv of wliat bappcjp.ed 
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the night of this, our first intcrvicw 
with Menare. 

On the mom of Godfrcy's quitting- 
Lawdirto visit Selmer Mount^ Eleanor 
having given him the fruita with her 
parting hopes to see him by set of suii, 
returned to her avocations in the gar- 
den Mrith Constantia ; till retiring from 
the beat of the vertical beam^ they 
took to their loonis within the cottage* 
Thim, whjlst amused by Lionel's ac- 
customed account of hi& peregrinations 
through Europe, the hours fled un- 
minded. 

Eleanor towards ève, ìnipatieht for 
her son's return, quitted her occupa- 
pation, and strolled to the garden gàte^ 
on which she hung, her sight fixed on' 
the dark summit of the oppositc?

Lionel, come from 
penning the ilocks, beheld, and skim* 
ining over the plain, joined ber. 

On her comniunicatìng herfears^ he

husband^ felled the soldier to the

"f hts led to an explanation of recent 
affàirs in England» coni pricing the 
(^ueen's invasion of the island with the 
conìbined forccs of Philip^ Leopold, 
and Hainaultj and the many skirmishes 
thàtensued^endingin the King*s being 
forced to fly the realm. He took 
refuge in Scotland^ but designing to 
gei to the Norwegian coast, where

Oh^ Corn\vall ! afDiÀiòh 

peais away the hardened rind of obdu- 

rate insensibility by which my heartis 

encrusted. Be thou my Confessor, and 

when I bave relcased the secret that 

bere struggles for vent, give death fòr 

absolution. Conscience tells me thou 

already knoN\est it^ but bear it novi^ 

confìrmed. Behold this gemi' Hetook 

from bis breast the memorable ruhy 

bestowed on him by Henry at the 
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inhearsing of the assastinated Lancas- 
ter. * By this solenin gift,* continued 
D'Spencer^ ' thy friend challenged me 
to avenge the death oÌ his lost parent, 
my parent also^ to whom I was united 
by Btronger links than tiiose of Mont* 
ford; Lancaster was at once my father 
by adoption, my guardian. and my be- 
nefaétor. I bound myself to do so^ in 
accepting the awful pledge — it was 1 
that niurdered hini, — and thus 1 fuUìl 
oursacred compari/ 

Anticipating the deed, I rushed for- 
ward» and as he was on the point of 
seeking a grave amoiig the waters, I 
caught^and held him in my arms. Ile 
strugglcd for some time, then drawing 
a small poniard froni liis side, before 
, I couid wrest it frotn him, he struck 
itat his heart; but the motion of my 
h^d changing its direftion^ tlie point 
glanced sideways, and eatered betweeii 
the first and second rib. The hurt 
o4 
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uas trifling^ yet the blow (foUoired bv 
a more than common efiusion of blood) 
bereft him of his senses. I had him 
conveyed to a distant apartnienC^ atfd 
bought Strattona to whom I, in full, 
rclated the foregoing particulars.

the Channel. This gallant chicftam 
being shortly after killed in an engage- 
ment >\ith a GauJ^, P'Sjjencer . vas 
chosen Coniaiander. . By tbis. hc.was 
enabled to carry into better efieà tì)e 
jsurpcse he had formed — he landed at 
Falmouth — and re-embarked with 
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Bianche, and Maltravers, who asstimed 
the namc of Gothrorpe,a:id aJted in 
the capacity of sub-master. 

The illustrioiis prize D'Spencer gave 
inchargetoGustava, aii old Norwegian 
fcmale, the widow of a deceased lua- 
riner, until matters werc ripe to favour 
bis relinquishfng the command of the 
armamenti and gaining the coast of 
France, wherc he designed, by sooth- 
ing or compulsione to make Bianche 
bis brtde, and thercby obtarn M^hat he 
bad 80 long ardently coreted, the in- 
efttimable reversìon of the Urban 
estates* This was the moti ve that 
.ffétuated hìm to yield to Maltravers's 
projeót of launching us adrift off Car- 
linford — thus at once to put it beyond 
my power e ver attempting the rescu. 
ing her from his hold, by delivering 
US, as they imagined, to inevitable 
death. The hurricane which v,e wea-

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were on board — it was wrecked on the 
Lsle of Anglesea^ and only he and a 
few othcrs escapcd with life; among 
whoni were neither Eustace, Bianche, 
or Maltravers. 

Any comment on D'Spencer's frec 
and candid avowal would hnve been 
ungencrous at thi> time; I therefore 
took an occasion speedily to leave 
him, in the full resolution of histantly. 
dispatching a pei^on to the Iste of 
Anglesea, there to lay a train of enquiry 
that might lead to the certalnty of 
>\hether Bianche had. perished or not^ 
Butwhom coiild I appoint to execute 
tbis commission ^vith piomptitude and 
fidelity ? The respeél I owed my royal 
guestsprfeventedmyquittuigSt.Urban's 
ciurhig their stay, and to lay circum-. 
stances beforeStratton would have been 
a trcspasson bis good nature, which my 
sense of delicacy revolted froni. The 
journey was wearisomej it wasin Novem- 
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ber, the liéight of a rigorous winter, 
and the ervand altogether vague and 
uncertain. David Powdras, in matters 
of weighty concern, ever provcd a 
txseless nonentity ; Roland^ though scr« 
viceable as far as his capacity cxtend* 
ed, was nòt calculated for the expedi- 
tion, and I regretted much the being 
severed from Norman or young Vin- 
cent 

But my irresolution on how toac- 
compli&h what seenied as indispensa bly 
re«{\;isite to learning whether Bianche 
stili existed, was speedily converted 
into ability to follow the bent of my 
own will. Edward departed for Eng- 
land.

ever indefinite, from theoppositeshores 
was at this -perìod of the utmost 'don* 
séq^ente; atfd t<!iré6led hlm to-be ià* 
titantly'ieonduólea before tiB. We-cbn* 
tJnued -Olir wklk,^ a^nd prefeently the 
shiverìng wretc}i> attended by Roland 
and Powdras, adVàncéd with drà^Jing 
rtepsjand cringihg artv'e. ». 
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With more than common plausibi- 
lit]y he told his guileriil tale^ giving iis 
to believe he formerly belonged to the 
forces that made tlìe descent upon 
England ; but on the total disconifiture 
of thatj and the cntire failure of the 
Queen's interest^ (hcr adhei*ent chiefa 
havìng sustained three successive over- 
throws in pitched battles with the roy. 
alist nobles, Aruadel and SufToIk) he 
and niany hundreds more had fleda land 
wholly devoted to the ancient system. 
Maìiy were the interrogatorie» put to 
him by the joy-envigorated Edward^and 
his answers invariably comprehended» 
that Àrundel had deputed niessengers 
in fiearch of the prìncely fugitive, for 
\\ hose return the kingdom sighed^ and' 
for whoni SufFolk held the regai diadema 
awatting to recrown him in thrice an 
augmentation of splendor and puis* 
sance. 
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This account» by the pecidiar àrtful ' 
mode of bis giving it, aìdéd by the de- 
lusive trappingsof wretchedness he ha^ 
assunied, bore the stamp of probability. 
Kent gave implicit credit to it, and t 
considered that, if such was the present 
state of affkirs^ this glininier of success 
should not be disregarded.

By Montalton^s advice wc were bcnd > 
ingourcoursetotheprioryofCarmclitc 
Monks^ without the town^ untila as he 
said, a messenger could be dispatched 
io the Lords Aru.ndel or Suffolfc, to ac« 
quaint them qf the Ki.ng's return. The 
royal brothers, attendcd by D'Spencci; 
and the subtle tra.itor, wAlkcd on be- 
fore^ leaving Norman and pie toadjusC 
niatters with the Captajn. These con-r 
cluded^ we were following. them to tl.e 
monastery^ whenj as passing through 
the market-place of the town, uiy com- 
panion preyailed pn me to stop a,ud 
listen.to tKe observations oi^ politicai 
aflfairsj from the peasantry^nd,yepmeii 
whìlst carrying on thcir mutuai trafUc. 
Thecòmmentatìons, ascpstom'ary, had 
for objeél the bewailing the unheafd;9f 
mi^jrlejì, ^nd cruel obduracy.pf^^jìcsc 
wai:f4ng tjmeB,eachsentencj? wppH^ up 
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by an alledgement of centuries stand- 
ing, that the present crisis was the niost 
niomentous ever known at any period 
sfnce the creation. 

Vàriflfus \<'ere the suggestions and

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Àt the hearing of this> we uould 
have retreiited; but the unruly ca- 
balists^ ere they wouid let us depart^

Norman persuaded me to give up ali 
thoughtsof£dward,andaccompanyh]in 
to Wales on dearer interests j but iny 
heart^ that yearned v^ith pity and af- 
fetìion to the proteftor of my infancyj 
spurned the suggestione and I fer- 
vently conjured him to persevere in 
bis first intent of going thither alone» 
vhilbt I foUowed the fallen Edward in 
bis wayuard Ibrtunes; promising» as af- 
fairs turned out, to be at St. Urban'S 
thje beginning of March. We parted; 
ajnd the sixth day from that I arrived at 
Bcrkley, whither the King, imme- 
diately after bis abdication, in a gene- 
ral congress at Kenilworth^ had bcen 
removed.

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Here I found, what I might bave 
Daturally expeéled, ali acceas to the 
royal prisoncr uttcrly debarred; and 
prcn, methoiight, couid cvcry dilfi- 
rulty be surmountedj and I obtain an 
nterview with Edward, what ha ve I 
;o offer but the sorry plainingsof con* 
lolenient, or eflfbrts at encouragement 
3y ill-timed apothegms on the muta- 
:i]lity of life. A nionth glided away^ 
ind not the smallest glimmer of hope 
ippearèd to ensure the ever conipassing 
ny design». From morn tilt night I 
lifandered round the Castle, fruitlessiy 
leeking an unguarded aperture where- 
by I might gain admitlance to bis pri- 
ton» a solitary chamber at the height 
f the west turret. 

I niade myself known to Lord Berk- 
ey, craving bis licence once more to 
)ehold my honoured Liegt : but Berk- 
ey was under the dominion of Morti- 
ner, and in conseqnence my suit was 
h2 
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rcjeóled. Some few days subsequcnt 
to this intervìew^ in a storni of hai! 
and thunder, the tower where the King 
was confined sufFered niaterially, *se« 
veral of the stones beìng ìoosened, and 
thefacìngs otherwisedamaged. Work- 
men were sent for to repàir the breacb; 
and thu8 did chance grant me an op; 
portunity, on vvhich I at the instant 
Bcized, to forward my views. 

By the efficacious and irresìsti ble ar- 
gunient of gold, I purchased to my 
interests the niaster-architeéì, Lessing* 
ham, whose brother having held a 
profitable departnient in the house- 
hold of the late Ki^ig, he wasastaunch 
friend to the formcr system of govern- 
nìcnt. From the authority of bis sta- 
tion and Tavourable conni vai] ce, I got 
enrolled aniong the honorary corps of 
journeynien-buildersj as- a brother nie-i 
ch:inic.

torn from their graves, to makc tbi» 
spot a charnel-house, and.be the for- 
lorn Edward's.companions in in varia- 
ble solitude. 

Apprchensive of being seen by the 
sentinels on the walls, though it grìeved 
me to leave him, for niy presence had 
aUeady in part dissipated the niists 
of hopeless anguish, I was forced to 
descend^ and that with the utmost cir- 
cumspefìion. Having conceaied the 
ladder for^ future occasions, slow and 
sorrowful I sajantered back to Lesstng* 
ham's house.

My throbbtng 
heart told me the sacrilegious, the^ 
bloody work was carrying on, Les- 
singham raised the ladder; and thoìigh 
numbers strove vigarously togain the 
steps, I alone succeeded in niounting 
to the window. 

On the bed lay stretchcd the breath- 
less corpse of royalty, and at either 
side stood the regicides^ Guerney and 
Maltravers. Oh! martyred Edward!

D'Spcncer, the blast of thy fair fame I 
whiist living^ the unworthy destroyer 
of thy peace — dead, the undoubted au-* 
thor of thy melancholy end ! The 
execrable Maltravers and bis conipa* 
nion gave the impioiis blow; but tby- 
self aniied their hands with the mur» 
derous implement 1 

My first thought, in the ardotir of 
indignant enthusìasni^ was to proceed 
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accordìng to legai forms against the 
Heaven abandoned homicides; biit, 
on consiiltation with the niost puis- 
iant of the adverse Barons, I was 
constrained to relinquish the design; 
for it was alledged, beyond contu- 
tation, that they had a&ed iipon do- 
cuments troni Isabel, Mortimer, and 
Hereford.

Conformable 

to the rules I had previously laid down, 

in a short tinie the plantation became 

as you see it, and the worthy objeéts 

seleéted from aniong the roofless clans 

of penurious Hibernian families^ wcre 

piit in possession of their respeftive. 

tenen»ents. Here they enjoy the vcry. 

essence of sublunary bliss; whilst in 

praycr their minds think a zone around 

the world, at other times they look 

not beyond the inclosure that binds 

the community togethcr in social hap- 

piness. As the good old Blenner says, 

the colony is at present in infancy; 

yet, uith the grace of Heaven and your 

humane san£lion> I pride niyself in the 
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Tcfleaion that I raay yet bchold St. 
£leànor*s flourish in extent and feli- 
city. But as through my meaiis none 
shall eat the bread of indolence, they 
M/iìì in a fihort time he enabled> in a 
variety of shapes^ to supply the exi- 
gencies of the Castle.' 

My reply to Stratton concluded by 
assurìng him^ that whiist I held domi- 
nion over St. Urban's^ he should with 
me be co-equaU 

As I designed not to leave Ireland . 
iintil I hcard from Norman O'Connor, 
whom I conjeélured wouid sgon be on 
his return from Wales, I employed the 
interval in putting my affàirs on such 
a footing, that were he successiess, I 
might instantly depart to Anglesea my- 
self ; but if otherwise, that the domain 
should be in a situation proper for 
the Lady Blanche's reception. 
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My friend's prcdiéliòn respeóting 
Eustace began now to be fulfìlled. I 
had appoìnted him under equerry, as 
an employment best suited to bis tura 
of disposition ; but repeated essays to 
bring him to bis duty proving nuga. 
tory, Roland was fain to acquaint me 
with the vicious course he had run 
sin ce bis domestication in the Castle. 
The charge he had in trust was totally 
negletìed; when, with bis fellows/ bis 
denieanour was noted for insolente and 
proflìgacy; half the day he sat sunk in 
sleepj and for whole hours he was wont 
to loam from the Abbey none knew 
whither. 

This dfstrcssing report gave me 
much uneasiness, the more, as the 
young man, in several instances, had 
rendered me essentìal services. 1 or*

sive. In lieu of giving ear to niy 
admonitions, he irreverently launch.

I 
dismissed him with severe cautionary 
direélions for his future conduél ; but 
reiterated ofFences reduced my lenity 
to its last struggle; I amie to the re- 
solution of discharging him from the 
household. 

David Powdras bccamc likewise a 
troublesome encumbrance. Aware of 
his vigiiance and fidelity» I had niade 
bini porter at the Cloister Lodge; but 
his dwelling being thus near the bury- 
ingground, he had of himself resign- 
ed the eniployment, and chosen that of 
keeper of the wardrobe. This being 
nicrely a nominai situation^ I indulged 
bini in the change, as being wcU suited

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to liis lethargic indolent htxhit; but pre- 
suniing on the authority he had once 
held over me, and my being his late 
companion in niìsfortune, heagain relin- 
quished this post, and became steward. 
However, his inaétive dullness, in- 
vìricible taciturnity, and irritabilìty of 
temper, together with the frequent ac- 
cidcnts that befel hìm whilst attending 
in bis office, obliged me to desire his se- 
leóìing one moresuited to his capacity. 
He then.fìxed upon head falconer; but 
a gos-hawk having by chance tore away 
part of the flesh of his band, he refused 
to undertake the management of them 
any longer, and insisted on being sworn 
in Iand-dire(3or over the new pianta- 
tion. This Stratton peremptorily op- 
posed, alkdging, that each of the colo- 
nists at St. Eleanor's was, and shouW 
be his owh lord. David having offi- 
ciated by tu vns in every department of 
the domestic system, fìnding none that 
vhoUy accorded with his will, coolly 
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set himself down in the intention of 
contributing no more his abilitìes in 
any way whatsoever to the general 
establishment» 

His mind, thus vacant and slothful, 
wandered to retrospeéHon, and his 
brother's unhappy exit; it was one 
nìorn, ere ought but himself had arisen 
from the bed of rest, when we were 
alarmed by wild tumultuous shrieks^ 
which, on enquiry proved to be his 
having seized on an owl's nest that had 
long remained unmolested in the moul- 
dering w^Us of the guard-house, and 
put to death the parent bird, with ali 
her harmless young. The only reason 
he would assign for this wanton aél of 
cruelty was, that he feared an accusa* 
tion comìng against him, purporting 
that he kept a familiar spirit in the 
lìkeaess of an owUthis, as I bave before 
men tioned, being one of the charges

that brought his ill-fated relative to a 
premature end. 

Repeated unpleasant affairs of this 
nature determined nje to dismiss 
David, and the idle libertine, Eustace, 
from the Abbey, but allow both small 
habitations on the estate, a residence 
in them being at their own option. 
Stratton, who belbre strongly objééted 
to my harbouring Eustace, now -that 
he was convinccd the boy was prone 
to evil, laniented his being shoved into 
the world a prey to every licentious 
teniptation, and, at my. friend's in- 
stance, I resolved to tolerate ewery 
inconvjenience his indiscretions put me 
to, rather than, by averting my counte- 
nance^deliverhim<ivertoruin. Stratton, 
with the benignity of an apostolicseer, 
reasoned with him mildly on the foUy 
of his conduót, and succeeded in gain- 
ing a solemn promise of amendment. 
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But to Eustace advice ever carne niost 
welcome when it carne too late. 

By bis own accourtt he had been aii 
orphan from Ihs earliest intancy, and 
"placed under the sway of a n>orose and 
severe task -master, to whom, so that 
theyouth performed the bodily labours' 
exaéted, the culture of bis morals was 
beneath consideration. 

Death soon released the boy from 
bondage; since which period he had 
roamcd from h» native land, hia breaat 
devoid of every social love, for, which- 
soever way Jie turned, a stran ger's re- 
pelling frown prepared to meet bini. 
Long inìtiated in this dissolute coiirse, 
a radicai change could not he effeéled, 
without the utmost encouragement 
from bis own spontaneous exertions. 
Prece pt cannot be too early imbibed; 
for, granting the full play of folly to 
hcadstrong youth, what of good was 
l3 
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impresscd on the tender ideas of the 
listless child riTay hereafter shape ,thcr 
eourse of the mari of thirty. 

No penetration was wanting to dis- 
cern that, though stili young in years, 
fronì the naturai sterility of Eustace's 
heart, the shaméful negleót he had 
experienced from his birth, and the 
ipernicious habìtudes he had of late 
yielded himself to, it must be an ex- 
traordinary endowment of the grace 
of God to restrain him, as he advanced 
in iife^ froir. aituivlly gWiiìg up tvcry 
faculty to the guidance of evil. Yet, 
as it would bave been the height of 
presumption, injustice, and cruelty, to 
bave thus wantonly doomed him^ to 
ruin, aad abandoned him to chance, I 
resoived to leave no endeavour unes- 
sayed to compensate, by frequent do. 
cuments of morality, for the treasurcs 
he had lost in hisyounger days. 
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I . come now to the relation of an 
cvent that shot the point of sorrow 
deeper to my heart than ali the ills I 
had as yet encountered. 

Stratton, whoni some urgent afKiirs 
relative to his colony called away, 
quitted St. Urban's.for Belfast, and 
the same evening a pucket was 
brought me by Roland; he said he re* 
ceived it at the gate from a man, who, 
putting it into his hand, clapt spurs 
to his horse, and rode on. 

The first objeft that presented itself, 
on opening the cover, was the diamond- 
cross I had given the Lady Bianche in 
the bower of Hygeia, at Clenville, and 
enclosed in a letter I found a look of 
flaxèn hajr.

Jipn • near her stopd a man — not Nor- 
nian> as I profanely imagìned on 
entering — but Maltravers ! and the 
•weeping female.proved, on my raÌ3Ìiig 
her hood, to be the long lost Bianche 
ide Montford ! - 

•Maltravers, ha^tìly retreatìng, gayc 
^ shrill whistle. The banditti in 
Bwanus. rushed upon us. A desperate 
b<mfli£t succeeded : but in the end they 
Avere lotally overpowered, and the 
finglesider^ by a blow from Roland^ 
«V3& stretched senseless on the ground. 
Tbose Uhiat my men had fortunately 
jBeceiréd ;I commanded to the Castle» 
.t«KÌer $tnong escort, where, when ar- 
xived, I committed Bianche to.the care 
of the wònien of St. £Ieanor*8« and 
proceeded to give direólion9 bm to the 
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disposition of the prisoners. Maltra- 
vers^ and those tlìat were uounded, 
were carried to a|>artments at the left 
wing; but the banditti ^4ho had re- 
ceived no hurt in the skirniish I di- 
reóìed to be.immured in the dungeon 
beneath the walls, till I could resolve 

oh what course to take with them.

Bianche, by restoratives adminis- 
tered, revived, as long pliicked flowers 
immersed in water Her gentle soul, 
flown back to ìts hwely scat, lay long 
enwrapped.in sileni oribons fbr this 
providential deliverance : but stili the 
idea of Norman being ever upperinost, 
uhen composiire spread its unóliious 
influence over her mind, I produced 
the cross and the letter.

With 
YHsmbling ti^pidàtìoh I sèized thet'utal 
treasùire; the pèorls adorning ìt being 
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disposed in exquisite devices^ made ita 
valuable prize. 

' Closely I examinedj with tearful 
eyes, what had in part }x>inted theas- 
sassin's steel to niy parent's breast, but 
perceiving something moye od the 
couqh, flight assaiied my every limbj 
and I tottered to the door. ^'i Wbo'i 
there ?'' exclaimed a voice. A band 
thre^y off the covering of furthat ha4 
eoncealedthe sleeping (feraon from nay 
view.

JÌègligWiHé 'ahd i^Hconcern,' ì asked 
whd odcupied the chamber adjòining 
Qurs ? — " Ulric, the Comniander/" she 
ifefhìhà/àtié Ihèh , asa ^tofound btcrtt^ 
ìvhfspercfd that he had ftieritiolìéd^to 
Kèh Ws intent òf seeing rrrt that • evéh- 
kìg. Thislihr'ew me ihtb c'xcessivé agi* 
taticNii iiil imder&tàndiHg that the pi* 
rate had WptiVrcd the prize ' his meiv 
hald *^Oé)i' hfiti ìbtiniation' of^ my 'feara 
flbfntfwiMt 'HdkYliMshedii^' tniMing'< that 
tfi}lLtv«tlt ii)lgM)*retMrd the^teaded 
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In Wales alone àt t-his deason was'to be 
avòided; P embraced the advìce oF Giis- 
tava, who couiiséllèd me tò inforni my 
fVìends of my pre^fent ìsiièuatidnj and 
delajr tintil I cóuld tàke the journcjr 
under male protezioni 'Sàtrin^ the 
name of our hostess, recommended t 
youngmah, whòta shecorisideredlìkely 
to execute thè commission with fide- 
lity. I received his acijuìesceiice to the 
proposal^ and he my doc^ments, and 
havmg rewarded hìrti to *hé éxtent-òF 
bÌ8.À\'ÌBhes>*he departed for Bhgland.

Having gone the round thrice, they 
stopt, and in the afl qf .genufieólion 
kissed the lifeless hands, and groaned 
in concert. Again they shook the roof 
with laughter, ^ncj* resunied the dance, 
btill ch4"nting '♦ We merry treàd." 

' Methought at first, from my igno? 
rance of the cui^toms, that this made 
pprt of the ritual fpnns }^ but the af- 
fright and ind.ign9tion depi'Q.ed in the 
countenancesof the insulted peasantry, 
told me. that tl>ese orgies v\ere .merely 
the uanton and malicious spòrU of a 
few foolish stripliiigs. Sabrin, whosc 
panie suppresscdj heir speech^ pn ob* 
serving thajt t^hey pei?§isl:ed in scoffing 
at the remains qf . her departed xrhild, 
burst into tears, Unable longer to re^ 
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stralli my emotions, in a tone which 
they instatitly observèd, I bad thcni. 
Btop; then collCiSting ali my fortitiide 
to aìd, I enjoined thcm to cease thesc 
ìndecorous sports, that sacrilegiously 
abused what was jate the doathing

* The length of tlir.eelapsed sincc 
the departuré of my messenger for Eng- 
land gave me niuch alami. Gustava 
v/as impatient to return to her native 
country j and butfor hergrowingattach- 
ment to me, would, ere this, bave gonc 
for Norway. I had no other recourse 
but to procure con vey ance to England 
under the conduci of a trusty 'guide. 
Gustava consented to stay with me un- 
til I joined my friends, and the coni- 
mcncement of the ensuìng week wc 
fixed on to quit Anglesea. 
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* Ah ! how vaili are human resolves ! 
and what moreweak, to build assurancc 
on mutability J That same night a fe- 
rocious clan, headed by Maltravers and 
Eufitace de Erickblane, theyouth who 
so indecently gavehindrance to the so. 
lemnities of the wake, «ittacked poor 
Sabrin's cottage, and bore Gustava 
and myself across the seas to the nor- 
thern parts of Ireland. Here entombed, 
we languished three lingering weeks; 
towards the dose of the latter, Maltra- 
vera burst into the inner celi, where 
Gustivaanswéred niesigh for sigh and 
tear for tear.

Maitra- 
vcl'B sniiled, as well he inight, and ad- 
vnnced towards me, I flew to Gus- 
tava; shethrc^ing herselFoii her knees, 
twisted her arms around niy waist, 
cpyìtìg, " with my life I will p-oteft 
Jxeiv" Qur enslaver seeing that argu- 
pients wére of no eftré^, stcpt lo the 
.cjoor, and. returned with two of the 
banditti: at his commtind they chdea-

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voiired to loosen ber hold, but aH thcir 
efForts proved ineffèftual, she clnng to 
me, muffling hér face in my garments, 
repeatedly declaring notlung biU death 
shoiild separate us. " TBetì deatb- shall 
sparate you/' fexclaimed Maltravei's, 
unsheathing bis biade. 

* I guessed the horrid purpose of bis 
fioul, and beseeched hiyftbo'.tezajrdous 
friend to il nlbce ber fingers-, and n^ 
thus \^ilful]ydare thè arm of barbarity 
and power.

Stili 
he-was not tp, j^e. shock- qHÌ he draggcd 
himi$eironone:k|)ee bitter me, bcnìoan* 
ing 4nd caljjng ibr. ni^rcy, until he 
cayne idireftly .betwixt Norman and 
jQyself» tliqn> as quick asitbought, he 
started up, and plunged the ponìard 
he had drawn whiist stooping in my 
pr9te<Jìpr'8 breai^, J^prnian yeeled — 
he^fel}^;: sp long djd he struggje in the 
pangs pf dissolution, death seemed 
Ipth to b^^r hi» soni away.' 
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/ Strattòn rose- ancT'left'^ the'Vòòrti; 
Griefand niadness keeping me silenti 
Bianche continued: ' The bàtiditti; 
at this stroke, thus daring/ unfór 
»een, and rapid, shrunk^ biièfc, awed; 
and wondering. The trànsitibii "of 
obeisance was too momentary, to 
have taken root, and this lift being in 
unison wiih their own savagé' feats at 
arms, they strovc fìót to àVérigé' thè 
loss of their country mart, bùft gkz^èd 
Xvith seriseless àpathy ori^'thé'coi^sbj 
which, thoiigh life had long lied; Mia^l- 
travers gashed and aitaglodby repéat- 
ed strokes. He thto ^giv^è òrd^rs ^£àr 
the body to be remoVed/fefchd '^hàt'ih:

li«d he been to me ? The gain bf téu 
thousand brìdes, each blooming as 
Circassìa'8 fair, each righteous as Ita. 
Iia*s Saint, wcre not an equivalent for 
Norman -8 loss! Why, as I opcned the 
deluding packet, did not the ^bolt oF 
Heaven strike me lifeless ? Rest fled 
*ny pillow, and the image of my dear, 
tny hapless friend, hovered over my 
head* 

Ere that the eastern sky becarhe 
ènlightened, I forsook my feathered 
bouch, and made the dewy earth my 
bed; stretched on the humid grass, 
fili: from the outward v^all of the 
Abbey, I lay, as it were, entranced. 
Bianche, mysèlf, the vvorld, sped be. 
Fore my agonizcd tlioughts, wrought 
bo phrenzy by the idea of Norman. 
And now the sound oFvoices made me 
ittempt to rise.

A young boy 
leaning beside the corpse, wantonly 
put bis fingers on the eyelids, raised 
them, and thereby disclosing the eyes, 
Ì4npartcd tp the breathless trunk a 
look of aniniation. 1 saw not the 
child's aéi, 1 saw but the full giare of 
vision from the dead, direóìed at my 
swimming traits. Mad with remor?c, 
rage, doiibt, and grief, reason nolonger 
could withstand the whelming sweeps 
of tl.esc i'urious encroachers; she fled, 
and 1 swooned upon the body. 

Oh, Norman ! regretted Norman ! 
tothisday thou art avengedl the re» 
membrance of thee hath since, and wiil. 
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till callcd by. the .miuister of death, 
blabt cvery pr^sciit.enjo)(ment ! 

I .debired Roland tliat when Eiistace 
cani?; he shouid be inst^nUy.broiiglit 
tome, ere a \v9rd of.past (ransaólioiis 
could. b^ dfopp^d in -bis hci^ring.-^ 
Those moral», which natiirally wcre 
not oF the best, iiad, from latterly as- 
aociati.ng with MaURay^er»* been tpully, 
and, Ij j'parcd,,. ìor ?ver perverted. 
Occasion is to latent vice what steel 
is to flint : there it niay lie liid for agcs, 
till opportiinity brings it f'orth in the 
conimissioii of a criuie. His living 
ùr^dex' niy .roof, for the purposc of hold-, 
ing fi corréspopdcnce with niy enen^y; 
his/bctraymg i.the secrets of niy fa- 
mily;^ his working the min of a man 
that never injured him, were faults

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Lest that the sniallest glance or 
whisper shoold irispife hini with per- 
ceptìon of the truth, on the day that I 
expeóìed him at St. Urban's I -walked 
forth alone, -in a lingeWng ianiHér, 
down Stv EIeanor*6 ready wJtii hòpc 
of meeting him." Herléi I accldentàlly 
encountered an old cotonisi thàt had 
long been afflióled with a gutta serena. 
\Ye exchanged a -few words, and he 
passed ón . Scaircè was hfe teu t oÌF sight 
than a feeble rfemonstratihg c^y madc 
me quickèn my pace/ ' The ungracious 
Eustace had caught thewhitcned ho- 
nours of old Shamos' sightlesss head, 
and with a'pluèki as piassing him, he' 
cried, 'Evcr take Time by the^fijrelóck!' 
called to the impious stripling, who,' 
on niy appearance, desisted from tur- 
ther violence, \and slowly carnè fot- 
ward: Reproof for bis inhanranity in' 
offèring an insult to* the aged^tather 
ceascd but »t the door of the sàToorl* T 
niade Wm enter. '^' • ^ '^ 
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Having prefaced the shock I was 
about to givc, by proniises of pardon 
did he reveal ali he knew, I disclosed 
to hitn in full that Maltravers and hig 
marauding party were then inipri- 
Boned in the dungeons of the Abbey. 
He treni bied with alfright^ and wept 
bitterly. 

On my repeating my requisitlon of a 
full and ampie confessione he gavc me 
to understand, that on our being put 
off in the* bark froni the Thunderer, 
he was ordcred before Gothrorpe, or 
Maltravers, who questioned him mi- 
nutely as to my late and present pro- 
spéfts: bis answers briefly. compre- 
hended my futile search for Bianche 
and the encreasing friendship existing 
between Norman and me.

This 
circumstancej on hls re-crossing to 
Caernarvon, he mentioned to Maitra- 
vers, who no longer consldering her 
as the favoured of bis lord, young 
D'Spencer, now regarded her as a fit 
objeél whereon to wreak the malice he 
bore me, as also to accomplish the new.

'Do 

you not allude tothem ?' asked Roland 

impatiently. * Not one remains/ re^ 

plied Davida

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I made instantly to the celi that had 
been the hold of Maltravers and his 
confederates; it was already fiUed witb 
the vassals^ >vho poured in on hearing 
that the villains had escaped. A 
strong sulphur tainted the air; the 
brazen door that led to the wold was 
burst open, and shattered in Bcvcral 
places; immediately opposite it^ within 
the celi, raised on a stand, we beheld 
one of the niany long iron tubes that 
served to convey the smoke through 
the window from the stoves, which, on 
the repairlngthe Abbey, had beenleft 
in the cave as useless luniber. How 
this couid have the effeóì to batter down 
a huge metallic gate^ and cause a con-

Astounded >vith disniay, I lacked 
the. power' of utterance.

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cried I at length, ' look up, speak to 
me, niy dear, my ever-loved, luy dar- 
ling sister!' 

• Alfred, did you notknow me ?' said 
the widow of him who murdercd her fa- 
therGaveston: ^ did you notknow itwas 
thy sister called upon theeforsupport? 
Ah! brother, the thought of thy being 
lest to me in love, inipai ted more the 
poìgnancy of anguish to this dying 
. heart, than ali that I have endured since 
our separatien/ 



Stili wrapt in wonder, I asked why 
fihe had not claimed me by my frater- 
nal title, why not have informcd me 
that in Warwick's Countess I should 
meet a lamented sister? * 1 did, I 
did,' replied shé : ' when newly widow- 
ed I looked toyou for consolation; you 
turned from n)e: overwhelmed with 
distress and poverty, I implored your 
^uccour; you dlsowned me, renounced 
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me for ever^ and even uttered an im- 
precation on niy name.' 

Chaucer^ you who so well know the 
foregoing circumstances of my life^may 
judge what I felt at hearing ati «ccusa- 
tion which^ had it come from any other 
lips, I should bave deemed most false, 
audaciousj and maligni» 

Edith, as the child called my loved 
Emnia's companion, begged me not 
to >vound her by further interroga- 
tories ; but derer the hearing of a 
recitai of distresses, &he now per- 
ceived ivas interwoven with the 
threads of treachery, to some futuri 
pcriod.

his emotions permitted him to speak. 

* Behold, my Lord, that snspended 

body/ said he, • and in the criminal 

that has thus expiated with hislife the

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infringementhe niade on the làws of 
the country, recognize Eustace de 
Erickbiane/ 

Vincent, on leaving me, repaired to 
the mansion where he perceived the 
sitranger enter^ and there found a ju- 
dicial court sittkig, deciding on Hfe 
and death. Eustace being a foreigner, 
by a new statute of the present king, 
vi^as tried by half-tongue, a nioiety of 
the jury being denizens, the residue 
foreigners. During the trial,, his judges 
were, with the hardened sinner,. the 
objefts pf overbearing haughtiness; 
and the court he treated with the most 
pointed levity and derìsion, On being 
adjudged to deatb^ he took from his 
bosoni a sealed paper, and deh'vered it 
to the Sheriff, saying, >\ith the most 
insuffèrablé effrontery^ * Cast me foF 
a fool if I hadsurrenderedhere nnpre- 
pared^ most reverend Rhadamanthus^

The chief officer òpened it, and to his

and frorn whom he had had the paper? 

he replied, * From a fayourite of the 

King's.' Then^overcome by the terrors 

of approachìng death, he faiated. The 

furious storni of passiou resulting frona 

niaddening dcspcrHtion> into which iie 
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again relapsed, quickly subsidcd. He 
looked at those that had sat in judg- 
nient on him with an air of disdainful 
serenity, mid calmly suffèred himself 
to be led to the place destined Ibr bis 
cxeciition ; a spacioiis court, facing 
the stately mansion of NorfolkVCoim* 
tess.

Whilst that their eyes watched for 
e struggles of fleeting life, owing io 
>oie error in its construótion, the 
hole machine instantly gave way with 
ie weight of his body, and he alighted 
ihurt on the ground. Stili undis- 
layed, he lifted the covering from his 
ce, and stood ^vith his arms folded^ 
irveying those, who, shocked at the 
:cident> had pieci pi tately failen back; 
i& features devoid of the smallest ex^ 
Pession of a we or tcrror. 
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Qn the polnt of renewing the melali* 
choly preparations, a trìmly-habited 
page Nvas f een to carne from Lady Nor- 
folk's house; bursting through the 
thrang, headvanced totheSub Sherilfi 
and informed hini that the Countess, 
having accidentalJy behcld fróni her 
"Windows the heart-revoltmg spefìacle, 
peremptorily desired that the proceed- 
ings of jufitice nnght he carried on in 
a spot more remote from her dwelling. 
The»%rder uas immediately complied 
v^ith^ and the scafibiding and its apei^- 
dages were conveyed to the greàt 
square before the Sessions House and 
the Thistle.

. Thus had he provided against the 
niprobable, as he conceived, failure oF 
:he royal absolution. The above mea- 
;ioned friends, thereccaril confederatea 
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in his and Maltravers's numbcrlcss 
atrocities, and sworn abettors in the 
efTort to save each other from kgal 
punishnient, were, as pre concerted, 
under the guise of afflióìed relatives, to 
bave taken the supposed corpse, borne 
it away for dead, and thus bave set 
Providence and justice at defiance. 

The wretcbcd Ewtace, twice selfde- 
luded, having now death unavoìdably 
before bis eyes, abrieked, groaned, and 
raved in anguish undescribable; now 
he dashed himself prostrate, then in- 
denting bis nails into bis flesh, arrayed 
himself in crimson, and batbed bis 
cbeek in tears of agony; now on bil;

/ben on the scaffbld, by a few word«f 
dropped from him, and a talnt re 
léiion of his featurcs, together with 
limili tude of the name> Vincent 
ignized in the culprit his friend 
Mrmer days : he ascended to him, 
gied tears with his, and revealed 
self, acquainting Eustace aFso who 
bis fellow traveller; the wretched 
tiqiiejit, too late bewailing that heed<* 
indifference and confirmed inflexi* 
y, that made hini shun every divine 
:ept tcnding to the inculcation of 
y^ or the snatching him from the 
:>us course he had chosen sincc first 
ould distinguish right from wrong; 
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bitterly inveighed agaìnst the indigli 
treachery of Maltravers, his accom- 
plice in the aft for which he had been 
doomed to die; Maltravers it was that 
irrefragably and most barbarously be- 
trayed iiim to his ruin.. It seenis that 
Eustace alone having been apprehend- 
cd, the hoary viilain proniised, from 
hh ascendancy over the King, to pra- 
care him a pardon, on condition tk^t 
he kcpt secret as to the part he himself 
had takeh in the iniquitous transaótion. 
Some time after, Maltravers delivered 
Eustace the paper he had given to the 
SherifF^ sealed with the rovai impres* 
Sion, and hearing Edward's signature 
on the cover, which he assured his cre- 
dulous confederate was a free and un- 
equivocai absolution, did he undergo 
legai condemnation; thìs considered, 
he^advised him to stand his trial, lest, 
if he absconded, and were retaken, his 
Highness niight revoke the grant. 
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» lamentable end of Eustace de 
blane brought the comparison 
before mad^ between hini and 
mt'nearer to my view, and I faiied 
:o inipress on the mmd of my 
jìe triend the moral though de- 
ible lesson he had just received.

I d|5moiinted, and suflfered myself

. vailcd on to tarry long, or defer my 
journey till the return of morn. In 
. vain did the hospitable cottager advise 
me not to hazaid the crossing the 
. mountain that night, shewing that the 
snow >\hich covered it, having con- 
gealed, it was, as it were, a sweep of 
glass; bis representations of the rU

casenient, at which stood Roland, who 

wavcd his bandito us, and predpitately 

ictired.. 
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Tarrying not, we gallopped on to 
Montjoy; there indeed Avere my wife, 
my children, my frieuds. From Strat- 
ton I Itarnt, that whiist they were cele- 
brating theannivcrsary of the destruc- 
tion of St. Urban's piison, a ship of 
rnight and magnitude was scen floating 
on the cccan, steering for the Antrìm 
shore?. The unsiispeéting inhabitants 
niarked it, bnt were far from conjec- 
turing its (iestination. On coniing to

vided they would retard the enforcc-

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xnent of the deed! To this Maltravcrs 
replied, that he must stand upon the 
instant evacuation of the Abbey, aà 
floating longer on the seas in no wisc 
accorded ^ith his humour. Stratton 
and my sons, who stili determined 
lìot to resign St. Urban's without niy 
Icnowledge or concurrence, ordered 
the fortress to be secured, the tenantry 
to beconcentrated,theentrances block- 
ed up, and proceedcd to other cau- 
tìonary defcnsive opcrations.

The 

lost costly of the effe(fìs, adornìng ,the 

ibbey, weie piickcd in covered car- 

a|ios, and the mclancholy traili bent 
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their march for Montjoy, whither 
Tl^eodoric bad repaired to inforni Or* 
lììond of these wayward events, and 
cravc th^ friendly interposition of bis 
aid.

The Earl, for which niy heart wiil 
be ever wholly bis, granted the forlorn 
fugitives an asylum.» and on hearing of 
this flagrant aól of oppreBsion, vented 
his indignation alike a^ainst the ili- 
advised Edward and his new depen- 
dant. Stratton concluded by adding, 
that my younger boy bad, some tinie 
back^jionc for England, toapprizciDC 
of these transaóìioiis. 

Since their expulsion from St. Ur- 
ban's,each had been vigorously employ- 
ed in incansof how todestroy the usur* 
patioa,,and assist me in regaining pos* 
Pession ot my right. Amongst tbe >\ arni* 
èst of my partizans for my reinstate^ 
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it in prerogative, and the attaining 
:ice, wére those men that formerly 
de part of Maltravcrs's banditti. 
ith mettied ardour, as we led theni 
, they panted to dare the fire- 
eatlìing machines, and- drive the 
uspers from tlie vvalls. Stratton, 
ho, farfrom regarding Maltravers as 
kinstnan, considered' him but as an 
iien to hls blood, and the scourge of 
ociety, placed himself in the van of 
he hobtile force. Ere we bcgan our 
iiarch, my niind revolving on the 
aieasures I was then pursuing, it oc- 
curred, that though I recoverèd ali I had 
beeii dispossessed of, inightnot Edward 
again disscìze me; it was not Maltra- 
vers againstwhom I raiscd the wcapon 
of defiance, but the Sovereign, whose 
power coiildafterwardsstrikeatthelives 
of me aud mine.
